_ The moneys here credited to Freedmen’s Churches include only 


the amounts reported to the Committee, as given in support of our | 


Missionaries among them and for the various other objects which 
pertain to church-work in this field. A portion of the amount thus 
reported may have gone to other treasuries of our Church, but just 
how much we cannot tell. In any case, the figures named may be 
considered as approximating, very nearly, the actual amount 
given in money by these churches and schools for benevolent 
purposes. Much more has been done by them in labor in the 
. erection of churches, &c., upon which we have no means of placing 
anything like a correctly estimated cash value. A number have 
also made contributions to other Boards of our church. | ee 

Boxes of good second-hand and other clothing, some of them 
very valuable, and good second-hand Sabbath-school and other 


books have been given; and we think that, if it was generally . 


realized how much these are needed, and how gratefully they are 
receiv a by these poor people, such donations would be largely 
increased. | | 


Your Committee cannot but express its sorrow at being still 
obliged to report an unpaid balance of the old debt from one of 


the organizations to which it is successor. It deemed it but 


reasonable to suppose that its cash receipts for general work. would 
at least equal those of last year for the same purpose, and made 
out its schedule of work accordingly, leaving a margin to meet 
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teaching. 


this balance of indebtedness. But the unlooked for money pres- 
sure came upon our country, the expected funds were not received, 
and we have been obliged to close the year not only with but a 
small reduction of the debt, but also without the balance in hand 
so greatly needed to aid in meeting the wants of the work duriag 
the coming summer and early fall months.

The Catechists are very useful assistant 
Missionaries, and the statistical reports sent up by our Minis- | 
ters under whose direction they act, show that they have done 
a large amount of valuable Church and Sabbath-school work. 

The teachers give much evidence that they feel that they are not 
mere educators, but Christian Missionaries as well, and that

Comparing the present report with that of last year it will be | 
observed that the number of churches is greater by 12; that the ~ 
number added on examination is greater by 194; the number 


added on certificate greater by 187; and that the whole number 


of communicants is 1,045 greater thik year than last; while the 
number of Sabbath-school scholars is larger by 400. One of our — 


*Besides these 21, six of our Ministers and three Catechists also have been engaged in , 
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churches has become self-supperting during the year and others 
are making progress in this direction, but most of them are very 
poor. Over $8,000, however, having been contributed by them 
and their schools, indicates that even in their deep poverty they 
are striving to ‘‘ help themselves.” 

Several Presbyterial conventions were held among these 
churches in the past year, and were largely attended by the ruling 
elders, of whom there are about 400. These were of marked 
interest, the subjects discussed were of vital importance in 
church work and christian life, and the influence could not well 
be other than of great advantage tp these humble but careful 
overseers of the flock. | | 

Of church buildings, 6 have been completed during the year, 
9 are incomplete, and the whole number reported is 88. Belong- 
ing to these are 9 manses or homes, all of which are free from debt. 


The united value of these churches, manses, homes. and school 


buildings connected with them, is estimated at $94,835. This 
does not include the property of Biddle Memorial Institute, Wal- 


-lingford Academy and Scotia Seminary, the united value of 


which is $31,950. 

Several of our churches have reported marked religious interest 
in the past year, and as a result, Concord Church, N. C., received 
22; McClintock, N. C., 25; Charlotte, N, ©., 7, and Midway

CHOOLS. 


The figures pertaining to our school work are not quite s sO large 
as those of last year. Scarcity of funds called for retrenchment, 


and it could be made more easily here than elsewhere. But sta-— 
_ tistical reports from the field go to show, that besides the large 


amount of ‘“ good seed” sown in the hearts of the young by our 
Missionary teachers, their work is beginning to tell yey in the 
way of 

TRAINING TEACHERS 


For their own race. Fifteen of our schools report that within the 


last year—mostly in vacation—134 of their scholars have 


taught 406 months—equal to over 33 years—their schools enrolling 


5,634 scholars; and that they received for their services—in cash 
and boarding—about $8,000; also that 33 of these while thus 
engaged superintended Sabbath-schools which | enrolled 1,908 
scholars. 
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In the school department of our work are several institutions 
designed to be of a higher order than those usually known as 
“common,” (though some of these are of high grade,) to which — 
we would call particular attention. | — 


1. Brppie Instrrvre, Charlotte, N. C., Rev. Mar- 
Toon, D. D., Pres., Rev. J. H. SHEDD and Rev. R. M. Hatt, Pro- | 


fessors, with two assistants. This Institute, established for the spe- | 


cial purpose of training colored preachers, catechists and teachers, — 


as instructors of their own race, holds a place of the first impor- 


tance in the work of the committee, and reports 130 students 
enrolled during the present term, of whom 82 are professors of © 
religion, 35 are studying for the gospel ministry and 13 are cate- | 
chists. Of the whole number, there are in the Theological De- © 
partment, 14; Classical Department, 36; English and Normal 


- Department, 80. It has a fine location upon a plat of eight acres, to

building, two good houses for professors, and two small dormitories, © 
valued in all at over $16,000, and clear of debt. Through the 


_ efforts of its President and Professor SHEDD, a partial endowment — 


of one professorship has been secured, and its completion, with —

ingly desirable. Among other wants, are scholarships of $100 
for a single year, or for each of a number of years consecutively ; 
a general fund to aid students who can support themselves for but — 


part of a single term; an additional dormitory; and supplies of — 


bedding and substantial clothing—the latter being in constant — 
demand. | | | 
The President and Professors, aided by their Catechists, have © 


the additional labor of caring for 17 churches. 


2. Scorra SEMINARY, for colored girls, is located at Concord, — 
N. C., under superintendence of Rev. LUKE DoRLAND. It reports — 


86 pupils, of whom 66 are professors of religion—55 of them 


members of the Presbyterian church—and 28 have taught during ~ 
the year about 91 months. The Seminary requires the services — 
of three lady teachers, and the pupils are trained in household and — 


needle work, as well as in the knowledge of books. It has a half 


acre lot upon which are a small Seminary building, a refectory, | 
and a small manse or home; also additional grounds upon | 
which it is designed to erect a main building so soon as sufficient — 
funds can be secured. For this a few thousand dollars have been | 


donated, and still other sums have been offered, payable on condi- © 


tion of a given sum being secured; it has also $1,000 on endow- 
ment fund. The main building is greatly needed. Scholarships — 
of $50 per year—or term of 8 months—and partial scholarships; — 
also supplies of ladies’ good second-hand wearing apparel are yery

desirable. The benevolence of a auaty number has been mani- 
fested in these regards, but continuance and increase of the same 
are still needed. | 


This institution is the only one of its kind under care of the 
Committee, and its success is esteemed of special importance, both 
for the training of teachers for schools, and for the proper culti- 
vation of refinement and virtue among both sexes. It has no in- 
debtedness, and should be so continued. 


The Superintendent of this Seminary has the care also of four 


churches. | 


3. WALLINGFORD AcapEmy, Charleston, S. C., Rev. W. A. 


PaTTON, Principal, has a good building, including chapel and school | 


rooms, also a good ‘‘ Home,” and the whole, including the lot, is 
valued at $13,450. It enrolls 210 students—of whom 6 are for 


‘the Gospel Ministry, and 4 have acted as Catechists—and requires 
the services of the Principal and four teachers; but has neither 


endowment fund nor philosophical apparatus. This institution is 
taking a much higher grade, is doing an excellent-work and should 
be carefully fostered. The Principal, aided by his Catechists, has 
the care also of several churches, and a Mission Chapel in connec- 
tion with Wallingford Church. 


4. BRAINERD SCHOOL, at Chester} S. C., Rev. S. Loomis, 


Superintendent, is well located i in the edge of Chester, upon a lot 


} containing one acre and a quarter. Upon this it has a neat two- 
story frame building, combining school-rooms, and rooms for a 


missionary ‘‘ Home,’’ also two ——— (with others in contem- 
plation,) for-educational purposes t reports 145 pupils. 


The special object of this school is to give higher educational 
advantages to the children of the Presbyterian families in the 
Gibeter Mission. Of the students now in attendance nine have 
the gospel ministry in view; and three of these, under the direc- 
tion. of Mr. Loomis, act as catechists i in the surrounding churches 
of which he has care. | 


This is a school of much promise, and funds to complete the 
buildings and otherwise carry out its design, would be well be- 
stowed. | 


For a opusidersble part of the present term, a quiet but matked 
religious interest has pervaded this school, resulting in quite a 
number of hopeful conversions. af 


Among the buildings connected with this Chester school and 
church is a plain but neat house of worship, erected by Mrs. A 
C. Brown, of New York

In considering the figures of this table it should be remembered 
that those pertaining to students for the Gospel ministry, cate- 
chists, and superintending of Sabbath-schools, came from but — 

_ three of the four institutions named, as Scotia Seminary is only 
for girls. Most of these figures are considerably in advance of 
those derived from the same sources last year. The number of 
students enrolled this year is 73 greater than last; the number of 
professors of religion is increased by 51 ; the number who engaged - 
in teaching, part of the year, is greater by 45, the number of 
months taught, greater by 183, (over 15 years,) the number of 
scholars enrolled, greater by 2,368, (more than double,) and the 
amount of pay received is greater by $3,420—nearly double— 

- while the number of Sabbath-schools superintended by them is°. 

; — by 9, and the number of scholars in these, greater by 400: 

It should not be overlooked that three of these schools have 50 
students for the Gospel ministry, and 20 catechists in active 
service. Surely we need not farther multiply words in order to 
show that God is giving great success to our higher schools inthe 
work for which they have been specially designed—“‘ the training 
of preachers, catechists, and teachers for their own race.” 


WORK. 
The work of your Committee is larger and more complicated 
than—as we judge—seems generally supposed. It includes the 

Preacher,, Catechist and Teacher; the Church, visitation, and 
school—Sabbath and Parochial—church and school buildings, 
with manse or home, and grounds for each; books for the needy, 
and clothing for the poor; with careful inquiry after the qualifi- 
cations of each applicant of each class of Missionaries before em- 
ploying; and after the work of each while in the field; together 


with all the minutiz pertaining to monthly, quarterly, and annual 
reports from each ; with bills of amounts, great and small—received, 
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expended, or forwarded; and monthly mea of dues to each— 
with all else pertaining to the conducting of such a work among a 


_ people whose utter lack of mental culture and self-reliance in the 


past, makes even those of mature years bat children, 1 in all that 
pertains to business transactions. 
A pleasing feature—alluded to last year, and still continued— 


in relation to our work, is the manifest increase of sympathy on. 


the part of Southern people. From the beginning, there were 
those who showed a practical interest in it, by donating ground 
for buildings, and showing more or less kindness to our mission- 


aries; but from letters received from these during the past year, 
as well as from other sources, we gather pleasing evidence of a 


large increase of this kindly feeling, and also-of a growing im- 
pression that our work is of the first importance not only to the 
colored a but also for those among i va they dwell. 


CONCLUSION. 


The work of our Church among the Freedmen has, for several — 
years, been gradually ceasing to derive help from outside sources ; 
in the past year it has received comparatively little aid from other 
‘funds than those contributed directly for its use; and in common 


with other benevolent enterprises it has felt the effects of the 
financial pressure of the past months; yet, whether we turn to 
it#church department or its school department, or to these com- 


‘bined, we feel that the results of the past year are marked and 


encouraging. And while for a considerable period it has ceased 
to derive advantage from the enthusiasm that succeeded emanci- 
pation, and has had in the meantime to contend with the prejudice 
of caste, and with all the embarrassments necessarily pertaining 


to an annual uncertainty as to whether its mode of operations 
could be continued “ another year,’’ nevertheless, facts and figures 
. go to show that its results wear all the appearance of those per- 
: taining to works deemed permanent, and that in no other work 
‘in which our Church is engaged has she been more, if even so suc- 


cessful in lifting up the lowly and winning souls for the Master. 
Surely the success thus given of God among a people enslaved for 
generations, but now—inspired by freedom, citizenship and their 
responsibilities—struggling to rise from the ignorance and degra- 
dation which their former condition imposed, is a strong incentive 
and large encouragement for greatly increased effort in this behalf 


among these 4,000,000 of our own population ; and all the more, © : 
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that so many of them plead so earnestly for those privileges - 
which are essential to their being good citizens here, and which ~ 
alone can be the means of fitting them for citizenship in ‘* ‘janotyer ; 


and better country.”’
